The whole ibject ms destined 
to become an elect issuc It is ex- 
pected that Stanley Baldwin, the 
prime minister, will make some allu- 


sion to it when he outlines the election 
program of the Conservative partys 

Mr, Snowden emphasized that th 
policy of the Labor party was for an 
all round cancellation of war debt 
and reparation He said that policy 
was enunciated in the concluding sen- 
tence of the Balfour note but that he 
had not characterized that part of 
the memorandum as “infamous.” 

That policy, however, was not the 
one upon which settlements with the 
continental nations had been based 

Snowden Denies 

He denied that he had said that the 

Labor party would repudiate the allied 


debts agreement, What he had an-| 
nounced was that the party would 
hold itself open to repudiate objec- 
tionable conditions laid down in the 
Balfour note. 

In whatever revisions in the future 


might be necessary, he said, the Labor 
party would hold itself ready to enter 


Such negotiations without the halter 
of the Balfour note around their 
necks,

Gov't, Depends 
The Baldwin government struck 


swiftly in defence of the famous Bal- 
four note of 1922 by which Great 
Britain laid down the policy that shx 
would be content with collecting from 
her allies and Germany only enough 
to cover her own debt payments to the 
United States 

This note was attacked by Philip 
Snowden, chancellor of the exchequer 
in the MacDonald Labor government 
who declared that the Labor party 
had never subscribed to the principles 
of the note and would hold itself open, 
if the circumstances arose, to repudi- | 
ate its conditions. Mr. Snowden was 
particularly critical of the attitude of 
France, declaring that France had 
repudiated four-fifths of her obliga- 
tions to Great Britain 

Making the government's consider- 
ed reply to Mr. Snowden’'s attack, Sir 
Laming Worthington-Evans said that 
the government was “satisfied that the 
existing agreements with European | 
countries are a fair equivalent with 
the settlements of those countries with 
the United States 

He asserted that the principle of 
the Balfour note was the foundation | 
of British policy toward the experts 
inquiry now proceeding in Paris, 

“Reckless Act” 

"Tt is surely a wanton and a reck- 
less act, uncalled for by anything that 
has occurred, for the Right Honorable 
gentleman and his party now to 
threaten to repudiate the principle 
upon which every forward step toward 
European peace and re-construction 
has been taken,” he said 

“If such a policy is persisted in and 
Europe is led to believe that our 
policy is aimed at obtaining larger | 
payments in debt and reparations 
from Europe than are required fox 
Payments to the United States, the 
utmost injury will be done not only to 
British interests but to the wider in- 
terests of world peace.”

Interesting Problems of | 
“The Girl and Her Teach- 
er” Outlined 


Tecn-age girls are receiving the 
attention and study of the world 
today, and in Edmonton particu- 
larly interest revolves around the 
young girl and her problems. Be- 
cause of the widespread feeling 
that there are many phases of the 
girl's development not being con- 
sidered carefully enough, the Bul- 
letin is giving its readers the ben- 
efit of some of the opinions of 
prominent men and women in the 
city who are particularly interested 
in girls’ and boys’ work. Miss 
Eunice Whidden, general secretary 
of the Y.W.C.A., gave an interest- 
ing resume last week on “The Gir) 
and Her Leader.” 

Today a well-known high school 
teacher contributes some ideas 


prevalent in the schools as to the 
relationship of “The Gir] and Her 
Teacher,” 


Who are the girl's teachers? The| 
first that come to our mind are her | 
school teachers, But are these all? 
For about ifve hours a day, or twenty- 
For about five hours a day, or twenty- 
the influence of these recognized 
teachers. What is she doing with the 
rest of her time? Does she receive no 
instruction and is she entirely without | 
teachers in that time? Before there 
were schools, girls were educated, and 
the teachers who then educated the 
girl still form a pdrt of her environ- 
ment, These teachers are found in al) 
the factors that enter a girl's life in 
her so-called leisure time. All of these 
are under the chief supervision of her 
parents, or should be. In other words, 
the parents are the “Head Masters,” 
and the question is asked, are they 
doing their job? 

The school teacher, particularly sw 
the high school, is entrusted with the 
task of teaching the girl a mass of 
knowledge which ts supposed to pre- 
pare her for living life as it has to be 
lived. That it does not do this ts 
obvious except in the case of the aca- 
demically inclined girl. It is the re- 
sponsibility of these other teachers—- 
the parents—to see that the girl re- 
ceives the necessary education for a 
happily lived life, both outside the 
school and from whatever schoo) 
courses they oblige her to take. 

Cannot Teach What She Likes 

To begin with, the teacher cannot 
make the moulding of character of 
boys and girls her only duty in face of 
the heavy curriculum to be covered 
It is her duty to teach the ¢gontent of 
the school curriculum regardless of 
whether it suits the likes or abilities 
of the pupil, or whether it will be of 
any value to him once he has mastered 
it, The school curriculum is arranged 
by the people's representatives, so if 
the parents are not satisfied with the 
results of the education received at 
aéchool by their children, it rests with 
them to exert their influence in chang- 
ing the system. It is claimed that the 
teachers have been trying to effect a 
change, with no success, for a long
